T  T  is  a  molt  delightful  fubject  for  the  pen,  or  the  pencil.     It  comprehends  what- 
ever is  beautiful  in  nature ;  even  the  grand  characters  of  fublime,  or  lovely, 
peculiar  to  other  countries,  are  allowed,  by  ancients  and  moderns,  to  be  found 
Itrongly  expreffed  here. 


A  few  general  remarks  on  the  lingular  excellence  of  Britain  for  picture  fcenes, 
it  is  hoped,  will  not  be  thought  improperly  prefixed  to  a  collection  of  landfcapes, 
from  the  beft  mailers  of  this  country. 

An  acquaintance  with  fuch  advantages  need  not  be  confined  to  the  artift,  or 
defigner,    it  may  be  elteemed  one  of   the  molt  liberal    pleafures:    exercife   is

fweetened  by  a  tafle  for  the  charms  of  nature :  a  journey  becomes  a  fludy  to  the 
admirer  of  landfcape  ;  and  as  excurlions  through  this  ifland  are  become  fo  univerfal, 
there  fhould  be  no  blindnefs  to  thofe  improving  exhibitions  which  freely  invite  the 
admiration  of  every  one. 

It  has  been  imagined  a  natural  turn  is  required  for  thefe  enjoyments  ;  they  ire 
conftantly  given,  and  a  relifh  for  them  not  fcantily  received  :    many  are  poffefled  of 
this  fource  of  pleafure,  even  unknown  to  themfelves,  and  want  but  a  few  hints  to 
point  their  attention.    Familiar  objects  are  unnoticed,  unfeen  ;  as  it  is  poffible  to  be 
pofleffed  of  the  molt  lovely  form,  yet  unacquainted  with  it. 

Some,  indeed,  are 
blefl  with  fo  fine  a  fenfe  of  beauty,  fo  quick  a  perception  of  gracefulnefs,  that  they  can 
pick  out  a  fcene  of  delight,  where  it  may  generally  be  thought  almoft   impoffible 

to

to  be  found,  or  to  be  formed  in  their  imagination :  but  amidft  our  variety  of  fweet 
profpe&s,  not  to  be  in  love  with  landfcape  can  only  infer  a  neglect  of  obfervation. 


A  general  temperature  in  this  climate  invites  at  all  feafons  to  notice,  the 
moil  delicate  may  find  amufement  in  the  air  during  our  difrobed  ftate  of  winter,  or 
expatiate  in  the  full  radiance  of  fummer ;  fpring  and  autumn  pafs  on  with  ever  new 
attractions :  our  morning's  gradual  approach,  the  gently  extending  fhadows  of 
evening ;  or,  at  noon,  a  foft  mixture  of  brightnefs  with  fhade,  are  every  perfection 
we  can  wifh  for  picture  :  and  fo  numerous  are  the  appearances  of  each  day,  that  the 
fame  landfcape  hardly  ever  exactly  returns  :  by  the  gradual  progrefs  of  light, 
alteration  of  weather,  the  melting  vapour  of  mill,  or  expreflion  of  pafiing  clouds  : 
and  moon-light  is  not  without  many  charms.

Our  infular  fituation,  with  other  natural  reafons,  give  wonderful  novelty  and 
elegance  to  the  aerial  fcenery. 

It  might  furnifh  entertainment  enough  to  admire  the  beautiful  changes  of 
the  fky. 

We  are  indebted  to  temperature  for  perpetual  verdure  in  our  fields  ;  the  fine 
growth  and  vaft.  variety  of  trees,  with  cheerful  and  various  green  in  their 
foliage;  fweeter  for'  painting,  and  reflecting  more  enlivening  beams,  than  the 
dark  ever-green,  with  gloomy  fhade.  Here  playing  fhadows  chequer  without 
obfcuring. 

Many  flowering  fhrubs  grace  our  hedges ;  others  embrace  and  ornament  the 
items  of  trees.  BlofToms  of  wild  plants  paint  the  banks,  and  give  a  pleafing  rich  tint 
to  the  pafture.  Such  trifles  are  not  unworthy  of  attention.  A  well-chofen  fcene  of 
thefe  leffer  beauties  can  be  made  very  engaging.

A  favourite  poet  has  long  ago  fung  the  praife  or  our  famous  rivers  :    but  every 
year  brings  fome  difcovery  to  their  advantage,  fome  unheeded  excellence,  or  charms 
in  others  fcarcely  yet  fufficiently  obferved. 

How  curious  are  the  fources  of  many  !  How  pi&urefque  their  banks !  What 
clearnefs,  what  furprifing  cafcades  might  be  enumerated,  hardly  to  be  excelled  ! 


Our  good  accommodation,  and,  more  pleafing  to  repeat,  the  eftimable  hofpitality 
of  this  country,  permits  to  vifit  its  utmoft  limits  ;  to  trace  its  native  wildnefs  ;  to 
examine  the  ftriking  effecls  that  nature  fports  with  ;  to  fcale  the  height  of  moun- 
tains, and  ftretch  the  view  to  diftant  fhores  ;  to  defcend  the  vaft  abyfs  of  caverns, 
where  every  variety  of  gloom  and  fubterranean  novelty  furprifes.

The  majefty  of  fome  rocks  may  aflonifh  the  ftrongeft  imagination,  nor  are  their 
forms  lefs  admirable  and  various  than  their  colour. 


Village  and  cottage  fcenes  of  Britain  can  no  where  be  equalled.  The  confti- 
tution  of  our  country  is  there  in  effect:  particularly  vifible  ;  their  ruftic  manfions  and 
appendages — cultivated  field,  orchard,  and  garden,  make  fweet  fubjects  for  picture, 
varying  as  the  ingenuity  or  induftry  of  its  inhabitants  prevails  :  and  when  combined 
into  a  village  with  the  addition  of  their  church,  mill,  bridge,  or  any  other  public 
property,  it  becomes  one  of  the  mod;  amiable  views.

'Tis  impoflible  to  imagine  a  greater  variety  of  characters  than  are  feen  in  our 
peafantry  :  their  drefs  is  commonly  very  picturefque,  irregular,  as  Wear  will  have  it, 
or  artlefsly  fafhioned  by  the  ceconomical  genius  of  the  cottage  fempftrefs.  Among  the 
loweft  fort,  even  naked  beauty  is  not  wanting  to  grace  the  pifture. 

Liberty  and  eafe, 
which  none  enjoy  in  any  proportion  equal  to  the  peafant,  gives  air  and  fublimity 
of  aftion  to  be  learned  only  here.     Art  has  it  not. 

Every  gefture  fhews  their  independance,  even  from  children.  The  controul  of 
fear  and  hope  has  never  trammelled  their  pofitions.  The  firmnefs  of  health  and  exer- 
cife  receives  a  wild  grace  from  nature.

Roman,  Gothic,  and  Druidal  antiquities  are  not  fcarce  with  us  ;   in  many  of  the 
lefs  frequented  parts  they  often  occur ;   and  of  each  there  remain  many  beautiful 
fpecimens. 

The  ruins  of  our  caftles  and  abbeys  are  fo  adapted  for  the  pencil,  that  fome  ap- 
pear not  only  agreeably  formed,  but  highly  nnifhed  for  the  purpofe  by  the  embel- 
lifhing  hand  of  nature. 

Columns  and  porticos  of  marble  were  lefs  defirable  :  a  grateful  reverence  fre- 
quently attends  our  admiration,  amidft  thefe  folemn  ruins,  while  the  ftory  recurs  of 
fequeftered  piety,  or  fome  great  action  performed  in  defence  of  liberty. 

Elegant  and  coftly  ftructures  are  not  wanting. 

Cultivation

Cultivation  afcends  the  tops  of  mountains,  which,  being  generally  attended  with 
planting,  multiplies  our  pifture  views,  if  it  does  not  increafe  their  fublimity. 

The  whole  ifland  is  fcattered  over  with  palaces  of  nobility,  from  whofe  improve- 
ments the  combination  of  art  and  nature  can  effeft  wonders. 

Even  the  irregular  winding  of  our  roads,  with  their  numerous  branches  and 
interferons,  gives  no  fmall  acquifition  in  point  of  choice  for  landfcape. 


A  more  particular  enquiry  might  relate  many  other  advantages  in  our  pofTeffion: 
but  if  thefe  already  enumerated  are  to  be  equalled  in  any  other  country,  the  fafety 
and  freedom  with  which  we  enjoy  them  ftands  unrivalled. 
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View  from  Sir  Jofhua  Reynolds's  Houfe,  Richmond  Hill. 

'  I  *>  HIS  landfcape  is  a  curiofity  from  its  being  one  of  the  very  few  by  Sir  Jofhna 
Reynolds,  and  a  view  from  his  own  houfe.  Sir  Jofhua  has  not  copied  every 
minutia  of  the  fcene,  but,  like  a  great  artift,  has  given  its  peculiar  characters,  and 
leading  features;  the  cryftalline  tranfparency  of  the  ftream,  with  its  boldnefs  and 
breadth  of  line,  its  elegancies  of  building  embofomed  in  wood,  and  the  diftant  hills 
tinged  with  the  foft  blue  of  the  pureft  air.  The  fize  of  the  pifture  is  3  feet  wide  by 
2  feet  4  inches  high,  and  in  Sir  Jofhua  Reynolds's  pofTefTion. 
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The  Oufe  Bridge  at  York 

TTTAS  built  in  the  year  1566,  upon  the  ruins  of  one  much  inferior,  that  was 
deftroyed  two  years  before  by  a  great  flood,  which  coming  down  the  river 
with  bodies  of  ice,  drove  down  two  of  its  arches :  a  Mrs.  Hall  gave  100I.  towards 
the  re-building  it,  and  the  city  bellowed  a  brafs  plate,  which  was  fixed  on  the 
north  fide  of  the  bridge,  with  this  infcription  in  Gothic  letter — now  loft, 

William  Watfon  Lord  Mayor")  Lady  Jane  Hall  lo!  here  ye  works  of  faith  doth  fhew, 
An.  Dom.  1566.  J  By  giving  a  hundred  pound  this  bridge  for  to  renew. 

The  centre  arch  is  81  feet  wide,  and  51  feet  high:  the  buildings  on  the  bridge  con- 
fift  of  a  Guild  Hall,  or  great  Council-Chamber,  a  Record  Office,  an  Exchequer,  a 
building  in  which  the  fheriffs  courts  are  held,  and  two  city  prifons  for  debtors  and 
felons.  The  original  pidture  by  Mr.  Farington,  now  in  the  pofleffion  of  William 
Offley,  Efq.  was  taken  in  the  year  1784:  the  fize  of  it  is  5  feet  wide,  and  3  feet  4 
inches  high. 
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Warwick    Caflle 

TS  a  grand  romantic  pile,  fituated  upon  a  rock  of  free-ftone,  rifing  perpendicularly 
from  the  Avon.  Its  boldnefs  and  variety  of  figure  lead  the  mind  to  recognize  the 
many  revolutions  it  hath  witnefied,  and  which  have  fo  celebrated  this  ancient  feat.  Its 
beauties  are  many,  from  the  fuperior  tafte  of  the  Warwick  family  for  feveral  cen- 
turies back,  which  is  peculiarly  appar^i.t  in  the  prefent  Earl,  who,  with  moft  dif- 
tinguifhed  judgment,  is  conftantly  embellifhing  it  both  within  and  without,  and  has 
confiderably  improved  its  appearance,  by  expofing  to  better  view  its  moft  piciurefque 
characters.  This  picture  was  painted  in  the  year  1 788,  is  two  feet  fix  inches  wide, 
by  two  feet  one  high,  and  is  in  the  pofiefiion  of  the  Right  Hon.  the  Earl  of  Warwick, 
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A  View  in  Kew  Gardens. 

'  I  ^  H  E  S  E  gardens  are  embellifhed  with  many  elegant  ftrufhires,  in  the  Chinefe 
ftyle  ;  the  two  in  our  view  are,  a  bridge  and  the  pagoda.  The  view  was  taken 
in  the  evening,  when  the  fun  approaching  the  horizon  threw  its  richeft  hue  over 
the  fcene,  vifiting,  with  golden  touch,  the  various  objefts  which  fronted  its  rays, 
dignifying  the  greater  maffes  of  fhade,  and  blending  the  whole  into  one  general  glow 
of  pleafing  tranquillity.  The  pifture  is  finely  painted  by  the  late  Mr.  Richard  Wilfon. 
It  meafures  two  feet  five  inches  by  one  foot  feven,  and  is  in  the  pofleffion  of  Mr.  Opie.

'  ■  *  HIS  view  is  taken  from  a  retired  fpot  near  the  mill,  commanding  a  pleafing 
variety  of  objefts.     The  Houfe  and  Obfervatory,  richly  fituated  in  a  wood, 
appear  in  the  picture,  which  is  poffeffed  of  the  fineft  effects,  and  is  by  a  lady  whofe 
freedom  of  pencil,  and  principle  of  light  and  fhade,  cannot  be  excelled. 

The  pi&ure  is  in  the  poffeffion  of  Lady  Charlotte  Wentworth. 
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A  Meadow  Scene  at  Hampftead,   Middlefex. 

'  I  *  HIS  particular  fpot  has  no  more  than  the  confequence  of  a  field ;  yet  its 
pleafing  lines  will  charm  the  attention  of  each  lover  of  nature,  who  wanders 
from  the  path  on  this  carpet-verdure ;  and  though  no  hiftorical  a61s  are  remembered 
here,  feel  its  beauties.  The  filent  admiration  of  thofe,  whofe  fenfations  are  really 
in  unifon  with  nature,  gives  the  higheft  commendation. 

Hampftead  Spire,  peeping  over  the  'diftant  hedge,  is  no  very  ftriking  object,  yet 
an  agreeable  ornament  to  that  pleafant  Hill. 
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Llanberis  Lake,  North  Wales, 

TS  in  Caernarvonfhire,  and  remarkable  for  its  romantic  grandeur;  its  mountains 
rifing  from  the  Lake  itfelf,  and  carrying  their  lofty  tops  to  the  clouds  that  generally 
encircle  them.  The  beautiful  tranfparency  of  the  water  is  greatly  heightened  by 
the  rugged  fhapes  and  awful  folemnity  of  the  unrounding  amphitheatre ;  upon  the 
oppofite  rock  ftand  the  ruins  of  Dolbadern  Caftle ;  the  mountain  on  the  left  is  called 
Corna  Quint,  or  the  Horns  of  the  Wind.  The  painter  has  reprefented  the  rifing 
fun  expelling  the  fog;  to  which  Mr.  Gilpin  has  well  adapted  the  figures.  The 
pi&ure  is  5  feet  6  inches  wide  by  3  feet  8  high,  and  in  the  pofleflion  of  Ambrofe 
Godfrey,  Efq. 
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View  at  Wolverftone,  Suffolk. 


'  |  ^  HIS  painting  is  one  of  the  late  Mr.  Gainfborough's  earlier  productions,  is  a 
fcene  in  his  own  country,  and,  though  painted  in  a  different  ftyle  from  his  latter 
works,  yet  it  exhibits  that  fpecies  of  romantic  beauty  which  ever  diftinguifhed  his 
pencil ;  and  which  his  tafte  for  rural  life  more  peculiarly  directed  him  to  the  ftudy 
of.  The  appearance  of  Wolverftone  church  through  the  end  of  the  wood,  the 
winding  of  Ipfwich  river,  the  brilliancy  of  the  Iky,  and  a  well  compofed  group  of 
figures,  give  the  picture  a  pleafing  variety. — It  is  of  a  fmall  fize,  and  in  the  pofleffion 
of  Colonel  Hamilton. 
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St.  Michael's  Mount,  Cornwall, 

\T  EAR  Penfance,  was  a  priory  of  Benedi&ine  monks,  founded  by  King  Ed- 
ward the  ConfefTor  ;  but  before  the  year  1085  it  was  annexed  to  the  abbey  of 
St.  Michael  in  Periculo  Maris  in  Normandy,  by  Robert  Earl  of  Merton  and  Corn- 
wall. After  the  fuppreflion  of  alien  priories,  it  was  given  firft  to  King's  College, 
Cambridge,  by  King  Henry  the  Sixth,  and  afterwards  to  Sion  Abbey,  in  Middle- 
fex,  by  King  Edward  the  Fourth.  It  had  poffeffions  at  the  general  fuppreflion, 
valued  at  110I.  12s,  id.  per  annum,  and  is  now  the  feat  of  Sir  John  St.  Aubyn,  in 
whofe  poffemon  the  original  painting,  by  Mr.  Opie,  now  is.  The  pifture  is  a  fine 
fpecimen  of  that  artifl's  abilities  ;  it  was  painted  in  the  year  1785  ;  the  fize  of  it  is 
4  feet  4  inches  wide,  by  3  feet  4  high. 
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View  of  Plymouth  Dock,  Devonfhire, 

PITUATED  about  two  miles  from  Plymouth  at  the  joining  of  the  Tamar 
and  the  Hamouze.  At  this  place  there  are  conveniences  of  all  kinds  for 
building  and  repairing  fhips,  and  laying  up  men  of  war.  There  are  confider- 
able  flore-houfes,  and  the  place  is  well  fortified.  The  view  is  taken  from  Mount 
Edgecombe,  is  very  extenfive,  and  has  a  pleafing  appearance  through  the  trees.  The 
fize  of  the  pitture  is  4  feet  4  inches  wide,  by  3  feet  4  high. 
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The  Remains  of  Seagate,  at  Winchelfea,  Suflex, 


Through  which  is  feen  the  Town  of  Rye. 


"tfYTINCHELSEA  was  built  in  the  reign  of  Edward  the  Firft,  in  confeouence 
of  a  larger  town  of  the  fame  name,  of  eighteen  parifhes,  two  or  three  miles 
fouth-eaft  of  it,  being  fwallowed  up  by  the  fea,  by  which  it  was  once  almoft  fur- 
rounded  :  but  as  the  angry  ocean  hid  in  oblivion  the  other,  fo  it  has  withdrawn  its  aid 
from  this,  by  its  removal  a  mile  from  the  place;  by  which  means,  its  traffic  being  loft, 
it  dwindled  away  from  a  principal  fea-port  to  the  mere  fkeleton  of  a  town ;  the  chief 
remains  of  which  is  this  gate.  The  town  of  Rye  is  of  the  fame  date ;  it  is  fituated 
upon  a  clift  of  the  fea,  and  has  the  largeft  parifh-church  in  England. 
This  plate  is  the  ftate  of  the  ruin,  as  taken  by  Mr.  Farrington,  in  the  year  1785. 
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Roflin  Caftle. 

SITUATED  five  miles  fouth-weft  of  Edinburgh.  The  time  this  caftle  was  built 
is  not  certain,  but  it  exifted  about  the  year  1100:  it  ftands  on  a  rock  decorated 
with  the  richeft  verdure,  and  almoft  round  which  flows  the  river  Elk,  after  forming 
a  beautiful  cataract  down  its  fteep  near  the  caftle ;  from  whence  it  winds  in  luxuix)us 
ftreams  to  the  diftant  lawns.  The  beauties  of  this  place  have  infpired  poets  with 
paftoral  delight ;  one  of  whom,  in  a  favourite  fong  (called  Roflin  Caftle),  fpeaking  of 
it  as  the  abode  of  rural  felicity,  writes  thus  : 

"  'Twas  in  the  feafon  of  the  year, 

"  When  all  things  gay  and  fweet  appear, 

"  That  Colin,  with  the  morning  ray, 

"  Arofe  and  fung  his  rural  lay : 

K  Of  Nanny's  charms  the  fliepheid  fung, 

"  The  hills  and  dales  with  Nanny  rung; 

"  While  Roflin  Caftle  heard  the  fwain, 

"  And  echoed  back  the  cheerful  ftrain."  * 

Within  the  walls  of  this  mouldering  fabric  has  been  reared  a  noble  race  of  heroes* 
whofe  valiant  deeds  are  ftill  preferved ;  and  often,  as  the  villager  recounts  their 
glory,  and  the  glory  of  his  anceftors  who  fought  under  their  banner,  his  breaft  glows 
with  the  patriotic  ardour  of  his  brave  forefathers.  This  view  was  taken  from  the 
fouth,  on  the  oppofite  bank  of  the  river,  in  1786. 
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Bifhop's  Gate,  Norwich, 

T  S  one  of  the  moft  beautiful  and  pi&urefque  entrances  to  this  ufeful,  flourifhing, 
and  induftrious  City,  whofe  walls  enclofe  a  larger  ipace  of  ground  than  the 
city  of  London,  being  three  miles  in  circumference ;  not  only  pofTeffing  a  fuperior 
number  of  opulent  inhabitants  to  almoft  any  of  our  cities,  but  whofe  furrounding 
villages  are  wonderfully  populous,  and  their  manufactures  admired  by  all  the 
world.-r-This  pifture,  by  Mr.  Farington,  is  an  exact  reprefentation,  as  taken  in 
oaober,  1787.

Saltram,  Devonfhire, 

f  I  ^  H  E  feat  of  the  Right  Honourable  Lord  Borington,  now  a  minor  ;  was  rebuilt 
by  his  late  father  :  it  is  a  grand  and  extenlive  building,  delightfully  fituated  ; 
the  principal  front  is  towards  the  fouth,  commanding  a  beautiful  view  of  the  Sound, 
Plymouth,  Mount  Pleafant,  Mount  Edgecumb,  and  the  water  meandering  in  various 
directions  through  wood  and  lawn.  Their  Majefties  made  this  their  refidence  for  a 
fortnight,  in  the  courfe  of  their  late  tour. 

This  view  from  the  North  was  taken  by  Mr.  Cowper,  during  their  Majefties  ftay 
at  Saltram,  in  the  Autumn  of  1789. 
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Ken-wood 

T  S  fituated  in  a  gentle  valley  between  Hampftead  and  Highgate,  and  poffefles  won- 
derful beauties  from  nature.  The  verdant  hills  about  it  are  broke  by  the  full- 
grown  woods,  through  which  appear  various  domeftic  fcenes,  and,  in  a  rich  di  fiance, 
the  Metropolis  and  River  in  a  moft  ftriking  point  of  view.  The  woods  afford  a 
beautiful  variety  :  but  Lord  Mansfield  has,  at  great  expence,  adorned  them  with 
various  pieces  of  water,  which,  from  the  houfe,  has  the  appearance  of  an  extenfive 
lake.  His  Lordfhip's  fine  tafle  has  in  the  fame  manner  embellifhed  the  whole  with 
ever}'  thing  of  art  that  can  adorn  nature :  but  flill  the  greateft  ornament  of  the  place 
is  the  noble  poffeffor,  to  whom  Britain  is  fo  much  indebted  for  the  protection  and 
improvement  of  its  laws,  as  well  as  for  his  munificent  patronage  of  the  arts. 

This  pifture  was  taken  in  1789  ;  and  has  been  favoured  by  the  approbation  of  Mr. 
Adams,  who  has  difplayed  his  ufual  fk.il!  in  the  architecture  of  the  houfe. 
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View  of  Portfmouth,  with  the  Mafts  of  the  Royal  George. 

TT*  N  O  U  G  H  pain  has  been  felt  for  the  fatal  lofs  of  this  fine  veflel  to  permit  a 
word  on  that  diftrefling  accident. 

Many  ingenious  attempts  have  been  made  to  recover  the  wreck  in  vain  :  but  fuch 
is  the  perfeverance  of  art,  that  it  is  not  yet  defpaired  of.  The  fturdy  mafts  ftill  hold 
up  againft  the  violence  of  the  fea  as  here  defcribed,  an  appearance  at  once  curious 
though  forrowful. 

The  diftant  view  of  Portfmouth  from  fea  is  juftly  given  by  Lord  Duncannon,  to 
whom  we  are  obliged  for  the  favour  of  this  fubje£t,  and  whofe  judicious  choice  of 
fcenery  and  effeclful  defigns  is  vaftly  to  be  admired. 
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The  Town  and  Caftle  of  Warwick,  from  Emfcote. 

T~p  MSCOTE  is  a  fmall  village  about  a  mile  from  Warwick,  upon  the  banks 
of  the  Avon,  rich  in  wood,  and  retired  in  fituation.  Few  fpots  like  this, 
favoured  with  the  varieties  of  nature,  have  fuch  beautiful  and  pifturefque  objects 
to  enrich  its  diftance.  The  two  principal  towers  in  this  fcene  are  Angularly 
curious :  that  of  St.  Mary's  Church  on  the  right  is  fquare,  built  upon  groin 
arches,  fupported  by  four  piers;  the  fpaces  between  which  are  fufficiently  wide 
for  the  paffage  of  coaches.  Its  diameter  at  the  bafe  is  32  feet  6  inches,  and  its 
height  174  feet  to  the  pinnacle.  The  tower  on  the  left  is  called  Guy's  Tower, 
fituated  near  the  gate  of  the  caftle.  It  is  a  polygon  of  twelve  fides,  and  was 
built  in  1394.

full  of  romantic  fcenes.  It  is  one  hundred  and  feventy  feet  long,  and  fifteen  wide  ; 
confifts  of  three  arches,  the  centre  being  fixty-one  feet  wide,  and  the  others  thirty 
and  a  half.  The  river  Conway  is  not  inconfiderable  here,  exhibitirg  all  thofe  pleaf- 
ing  varieties  of  nature  for  which  the  Welch  ftreams  are  famous. 

The  fize  of  this  pi&ure  is  three  feet  and  a  half  by  two  feet  ten  inches ;  was 
painted  in  1788  by  Mr.  P.  Reinagle,  and  is  in  the  poffeflion  of  Charles  Fox,  Efq.  of 
Chacombe,  Northamptonlhire. 


'  1  ^  H I S  is  faid  to  be  the  mafterpiece  of  that  famous  architect  Inigo  Jones.    It 
joins  Denbighfhire  and  Carnarvonfhire  acrofs  the  river  Conway,  in  a  country 
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Appleby  Caflle — Seat  of  the  Earl  of  Thanet. 

TT7HILST  we  admire  thefe  peaceful  paftures  by  Eden's  fair  fide,  the  thought 
naturally  turns  back  to  their  former  appearance,  when  a  vindictive  Ro- 
man band — Abalaba  Aureliani  governed  here  ;  the  terror  of  thofe  few  natives  that 
hadefcaped  for  quiet  into  this  remote  corner:  or  afterwards,  when  by  reverfe  fortune 
this  place  was,  from  incurfions  of  the  Scots,  in  continual  alarm,  frequently  deltroyed, 
and  at  laft  burnt.

The  idea  pleafingly  refts  in  that  ferene  repofe  fo  well  defigned  by  Mr.  Heme.

fTT^  HIS  wonderful  event,  which  cannot  be  too  much  contemplated,  was  per- 
formed by  Mr.  Blanchard  and  Dr.  Jefferys,  who,  in  defiance  of  the  attractive 
powers  of  the  earth  they  left,  and  without  confulting  the  watery  element,  failed, 
fporting  in  a  new  fphere,  through  the  air  to  a  foreign  land,  placing  their  pavillion  in 
the  clouds,  and  defcending  like  aerial  vifions  to  the  earth  again  to  vifit  their  neigh- 
bouring inhabitants. 

Dover  Caftle  was  formerly  a  very  principal  fortification,  begun  by  Julius  Caefar, 
and  finifhed  by  Claudius.  It  has  many  curious  marks  of  antiquity,  and  the  greateft 
attention  that  has  been  paid  to  it  was  by  Queen  Elizabeth,  who  veiy  materially  en- 
larged the  place. 

This  view,  by  Mr.  Rowlandfon,  was  taken  at  the  time  the  balloon  was  afcending 
from  the  cliffs.

St.  Auguftine's  Monaftery  and  Cathedral  at  Canterbury. 

i  |  ""HE  monaftery  was  founded  about  the  year  605;  its  walls  inclofed  about  16  acres 
of  ground.  It  was  vifited  by  many  of  our  kings  upon  various  occalions,  and 
in  1573  Queen  Elizabeth  kept  her  court  here  with  great  fplendour,  in  a  royal  pro- 
grefs,  and  attended  divine  fervice  at  the  Cathedral  every  Sunday  during  her  ftay  at 
Canterbury.  In  this  Cathedral  were  buried  the  bodies  of  Henry  the  Fourth,  and  his 
Queen  Joan ;  thofe  of  fix  other  kings ;  thofe  of  Edward  the  Black  Prince,  and  other 
princes,  and  that  of  St.  Thomas  a  Becket.  It  was  rebuilt  in  its  prefent  preferable 
ftate  of  magnificence  about  the  year  1420,  after  undergoing  many  revolutions  by  fire, 
&c.  The  piciure  was  taken  in  the  year  1778. 
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Strawberry  Hill,  Seat  of  the  Honourable  Horace  Walpole. 

T  T  mud  be  thought  entirely   ufelefs  to   defcribe  this  fo  much  admired  place. 
The  learning  and  tafte  of  its  noble  pofTefTor  are  known  to  the  whole  world  :  and 
its  beauties  have  been  fung  and  repeated  continually  ;  for  it  is  complete  in  the 
choiceft  productions  of  nature  and  the  fine  arts. 

The  picture  is  of  a  fmall  fize,  and  in  the  pofleflion  of  the  Honourable  Horace 
Walpole.

r~|r^HE  profpecl:  from  hence  is  curious,  and  uncommonly  fine,  for  a  town-houfe.  The 
tops  of  the  trees  hiding  the  inferior  buildings,  nothing  appears  to  the  fight  but 
what  is  rich  and  grand.  It  extends  over  the  Duke  of  Marlborough's  Gardens  and  St. 
James's  Park,  to  Weftminfter  Hall,  St.  Margaret's  Church,  Weftminfter  Abbey,  the 
Treafury,  St.  John's  Church,  and  the  Surry  Hills.  The  landfcape  is  painted  by  Mr. 
Hodges,  and  the  portrait  by  Mr.  Cofway.  The  fize  of  the  pifture  is  three  feet  ten 
inches  wide,  by  two  feet  eight  high;  was  painted  in  the  year  1787,  and  is  in  Mr. 
Cofway's  pofieffion.

'  I  '  HIS  piflure  reprefents  a  phenomenon  at  London,  worthy  remembrance 
from  its  Angularity,  viz.  the  river  Thames  entirely  frozen  over,  St.  Lawrence 
itfelf  not  exhibiting  a  more  ftriking  winter  view. 

The  foreft  of  malts  continually  feen  in  this  famous  port,  fills  every  Britifh  heart 
with  delight,  for  it  is  a  difplay  of  our  extenfive  trade.  But  fo  noble  a  tide  thus  con- 
trolled, the  veffels  moored  with  ice,  becomes  a  fcene  of  our  aftonifhment. 

About  the  20th  of  November  the  froft  began,  and  continued  increafing  to  the  be- 
ginning of  January  1789,  when  the  river  being  fafely  paflable,  it  became  a  place  of 
entertainment  ;  fires  were  made  on  it,  fkating,  and  the  diverfions  of  colder  climates 
took  place.  This  fcene  is  exa£tly  copied,  and  the  figures  principally  fketched  from 
nature.  The  fize  of  the  pifture  is  two  feet  three  inches,  by  one  foot  eight  inches 
high,  and  in  the  polfeflion  of  Mr.  Samuel.

T^HERE  is  no  country  exhibition  more  pleafing  than  the  fimple  traffic  of  fuch 
a  day ;  earneftnefs  and  artleffnefs  being  mixed  together  on  each  countenance. 


This  town  receives  its  prefent  beauty  from  former  calamity.  How  ftriking  are  the 
changes  even  towns  experience !  Not  fixty  years  ago,  three  thoufand  perfons  were 
driven  by  fire  from  hence  into  the  open  fields,  and  were  a  confiderable  time 
homelefs,  their  lofles  adding  to  the  affliction. 

But  let  us  forget  this  fcene  of  forrow  in  Mr.  Rowlandfon's  cheerful  reprefentation.

r  |  >  HIS  fcene  was  thus  happily  embellifhed,  when  fortunately  Mr.  Weft  was 
upon  the  fpot.  The  groups,  which  mult  be  allowed  by  every  one  of  tafte 
to  be  elegant  and  pi&iirefque,  are  copied  exactly  from  nature.  The  tall  mafculine 
figure  returning  to  the  fhore,  like  a  ftalking  Polyphemus,  finely  contrails  the  del  i- 
cacy  of  the  fportive  females,  which,  added  to  the  fuitable  motion  of  the  waves  and 
the  drapery  of  the  caravans,  harmonize,  in  a  characleriftic  and  pleafing  manner,  the 
whole  piflure,  which  is  of  a  fmaU  fize,  and  in  the  pofleffion  of  Mr.  Weft.

T  S  at  prefent  a  moft  quiet  and  fequeftered  fpot ;  a  few  cattle  graze  here,  or  the 
cottagers  faunter  over  the  green. 

This  very  fimplicity  fo  near  town  makes  it  as  much  deferve  attention,  perhaps, 
now,  as  when,  in  King  John's  reign,  by  its  proximity  to  the  houfe  of  the  De  Brents,  it 
was  moft  likely  a  place  of  great  tafte ;  the  river  clofe  by,  and  Brent-ftreet,  having 
been  found  to  take  their  name  from  this  family,  and  the  neighbourhood  to  be  pof- 
fefled  by  their  friends. 

Mr.  Ruflel  has  been  very  happy  in  giving  much  eftecl:  to  this  pifture  in  crayons, 
which  is  rather  an  unufual  fubjedt  for  that  fpecies  of  painting  ;•  but  by  this  eftay  found 
extremely  pleafing.

'  I  "  H  E  artift,  in  this  pi&ure,  has  given  particular  fweetnefs  to  a  fcene  that  might 
be  thought  very  difmal  in  nature.  This  quarry  is  not  much  ufed  at  prefent, 
but  is  perhaps  of  great  antiquity ;  for  St.  Germain's,  which  was  formerly  a  bifhop's 
fee,  of  much  note,  moft  likely  arofe  out  of  it,  as  well  as  the  epifcopal  palace,  on 
the  ruins  of  which  Port  Elliot  now  Hands ;  and  once  the  refidence  of  a  bilhop,  who 
gave  the  town  his  name,  coming  from  France  on  purpofe  to  oppofe  the  hereJy  of 
Pelagius.

A    FA  LL  of  fparkling  water,  fequeftered  among  rocks  and  wood,  has  always  had 
attractions  fufficient  to  lead  the  curious  traveller  out  of  his  road.    But  Mr. 
Farringdon  feems  to  have  difcovered  one  in  this  private  fpot,  not  much  known,  yet 
deferving  of  the  higheft  attention. 

His  eafy  pencil  has  remembered  in  the  pidture  all  that  fweet  repofe,  fo  engaging 
in  thefe  exhibitions  of  wild  nature.

rpHE  entrance  of  Neath  River  is  a  very  pi&urefque  fcene;  the  mines  and 
coal-works  of  the  neighbourhood  giving  a  continual  return  of  veflels,  and  the 
coaft  and  mountains  happy  in  their  figure :   even  the  diftant  hills  of  Devonfhire 
being  within  view,  ornamenting  this  grand  expanfe  of  channel. 

Numberlefs  charming  pictures  occur  near  the  fpot;  but,  among  the  choice, 
Kilway-Hill  detains  the  attention  of  the  traveller. 
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Landward  Fort. 


IT  is  a  curious  fortrefs,  being  fituate  on  the  point  of  a  fand,  which  runs  out  into 
the  fea,  on  the  EiTex  coaft.  Infinite  labour  and  expence  have  been  neceffary  to 
make  fo  unliable  a  foundation  fufficiently  folid  for  fuch  a  ftrong  fortification :  in 
this  inftance  even  the  power  of  the  ocean  has  been  curbed  by  art,  being  now  perfectly 
fecure  againft  the  moft  violent  ftorms.  It  was  built  in  the  reign  of  King  James  the 
Firft,  and  efteemed  a  very  mafterly  work. 

Its  fituation  is  excellent  for  the  defence  of  the  harbour  of  Harwich,  which,  though 
extenfive,  is  well  defended  by  this  fortrefs.

'  I  '  H  E  Ifle  of  Thanet  has  but  few  beauties  for  the  pencil,  from  its  being  fo  expofed 
to  the  feverity  of  the  fea  winds ;  and  from  the  fhallownefs  of  the  foil,  which 
will  not  admit  the  growth  of  trees.  Its  chief  fcenery  is  viewed  from  the  fands, 
where  at  low  water  the  white  cliffs  fill  the  imagination  of  the  beholder  with  an 
idea  of  gigantic  buildings:  their  fhapes  are  like  walls  of  immenfe  ftru&ure,  in  a 
variety  of  forms,  and  appear  in  beautiful  perfpeftive,  feeming  as  if  ere&ed  to  flay  the 
threatening  billows  which  beat  their  fronts.  The  fea  richly  embellifhes  the  fcenes, 
and  adds  much  to  the  fublime  appearance  of  this  cave,  which  was  hollowed  by  the 
waves;  it  has  two  entrances,  and  forms  a  fplendid  pifture  both  ways  towards  the 
ocean.

T^  H  E  River  Bran,  over  which  this  Bridge  is  almoft  formed  by  nature,  may  be 
called  the  moft  violent  and  noify  ftream  in  Scotland ;  though  fwiftnefs  and 
opposition  is  their  principal  character. 

Under  this  arch,  that  has  been  joined  by  art,  it  tumbles  down  fifty  feet  perpen- 
dicular :  the  rocks  about  it  are  rich  in  fhrubs,  and  finely  coloured,  adding  beauty 
to  the  foaming  of  the  water. 

Remembering  how  much  it  is  contrafted  by  furrounding  defert  plains,  this  fpot 
of  beauty  furprifes  the  more.

'  l  *  HIS   chain  of  mountains  is  Angularly  magnificent,  from  their  vafl  fcale  and 
variety  of  figures,  extending  as  far  as   the  borders  of  Glamorganshire. — 
Such  immenfe  waves  of  earth  have  a  very  furprifing  effe6l. 

Their  Welch  names,  though  difficult  for  an  Englifh  tongue  to  repeat,  are  (aid  to 
be  beautifully  defcriptive. 

Cultivation  is  creeping  up  to  the  fummit  of  the  fteepeft  mountains,  and  divides 
this  once  dreary  foreft  into  many  a  fweet  paftoral  fcene.

T\  M  R.  De  Loutherbourg  has  curioufly  introduced  into  this  corner  of  a  lake  all 
the  charafteriftic  beauties  lakes  are  capable  of:   fmoaking  flreams  of  mill 
mounting  into  the  bright  expanfe  of  calm  fun-rife,  the  wild  horror  of  rocks,  with 
goats,  their  natural  inhabitants  ;  and  fimple,  but  manly  peafantry. 

How  beautiful  the  art  of  that  pencil  who  fo  eafily  can  exprefs  fo  much !

T  S  perhaps,  in  fituation,  the  moll  ftriking  of  the  romantic  fcenes  in  North  Wales. 
Before  it  fweeps  a  frith,  near  three  miles  acrofs,  fweetly  winding ;  and  behind, 
rife  above  the  clouds,  thofe  towering  heights  of  Snowdon,  frequently  wearing  fnow 
on  their  fummits  even  far  in  the  fummer. 

This  prodigious  mountain  will  be  always  famous  for  the  fanftuary  it  afforded 
fo  long  to  the  ancient  Britons. 

The  beautiful  verfes  of  Gray  will  continue  its  memory  ;  for  from  this  eminence  his 
Bard  calls  out  to  the  pafTing  army  of  Edward,  that  defcend  from  murdering  the  reft 
of  thofe  prodigies  of  poetry. 

A  remembrance  of  his  figure,  fo  finely  painted  by  words,  will  not  improperly  be 
introduced  with  this  charming  pi&ure  by  Sir  Jofhua.
